A DAY  IN  THE  LIFE  OF  A WORCESTER  STATE  STUDENT

Rain,  nor  sleet,  nor  hail,  nor 
snow  will  stop  a Worcester 
State  student  from  going  to 
school.  I didn’t  mention 
anything  about  going  to 
class,  however.  A large 
number  of  students  seem  to 
be  more  attracted  to  the 
variety  of  courses  offered  in  j 
the  Student  Lounge.  One 
can  be  greatly  enriched 
from  participating  in  them. 
Did  you  know  that  some  of 
the  greatest  ping-pong 
champions  are  enrolled  at 
Worcester  State  College? 
The  course  is  held  from  9 
o’clock  till  whenever  and 
many  of  the  participants  are 
so  enthusiastic  that  they 
stay  alongside  those  tables 
and  practice  and  practice 
five  days  a week,  five  hours 
a day.  That's  real  devotion! 
Mental  and  physical 
challenges  await  many  in 
the  Lounge.
